The preach­ 
ers were generally present from the Tarious parts 
of the conference, which embraces the state of 
Wisconsin, a small portion of IUinois and the 
territory of Minnesota. 
There are about one hundred and fifty preach­ 
ers In the body, aO of whom seem in the enjoy­ 
ment of their usual health and in fine spirits. 
Although the greater portion of the preachers 
present are in the earlier walla of ministerial 
life, they appear intelligent, devotional, and re­ 
igned to tho work in which they are engaged. 
The conference, however, contains some who 
have long been engaged in the vineyard of the 
the Lord, and who, ere long, must be called to 
their everlasting reward. 
After the opening services, the Rev. Mr. Ran 
dall, assistant secretary for the past year, call­ 
ed the names of the preachers, those present an­ 
swering to their names. The president then 
called upon the conference to appoint a secre­ 
tary for tho present year; whereupon a number 
of names were suggested. On motion, it was 
resolved “ that the person having a plurality of 
votes cast on the first ballot shall be secretary.1 
The Rev. Hears. Bronson and Youcum were 
appointed tellers. 
Rev. W. H. Sampson having received a plu­ 
rality of the votes cast, was declared secretary 
for the present year. 
Rev. J. C. Dana was then appointed assistant, 
secretary, man voce. 
A number of preacher* from other conferen­ 
ces were then introduced to the conference by 
the bishop.

The conference then resolved to meet at 8 
o'clock A. M., and adjourns at 12 M. Tho 
afternoon boing devoted to the business of the 
several committees. 
Tho presiding elders were then appointed a 
committee to nominate the standing committees 
for the session, who thereupon retired to attend 
Co the duty assigned them. 
8 Chi motion the bar of the conference was 
made to extend from the pulpit to the second 
sc* cest of the middle windows—the seats be­ 
yond this and on either side of the pulpit being 
reserved tor spectators. 
Rev. Mr. Prescott then offered in substance 
the following resolution, via 
"That the bishop he requested not to ap­ 
point any presiding elder, who may have served 
four years in succession as such, to the same 
position again, until he has served at least two 
years on some circuit, station, or other work of 
the conference.'' 
Mr. P— 
supported his resolution in some 
brief remarks. 
The question was then called for, when the 
bishop suggested the propriety of deferring ac­ 
tion on it until the presiding elders (then absent) 
should be present, which was agreed to. 
The conference then took a recess of twenty 
minutes. 
The first business after recess was the read­ 
ing of the report of the presiding elders, which, 
nfter some amendments, was adopted. 
Committees were appointed on temperance, 
slavery, tracts, Sunday schools, the bible, mis­ 
sions, and other matters pertaining to the wants 
of the conference. 
The resolution previously offered by the Rev. 
Mr. Prescott, was then taken up and passed. 
Several communications were then, in their 
order, presented by the bishop for the consider­ 
ation of the conference, the most important of 
which was one from the Cincinnati conference, 
which contemplate! the establishment, by the 
united action of all the conferences, an institu­ 
tion for the education of people of color. 
Some time further was spent in the ciamina 
tkxi of the characters and passage of the preach­ 
ers yet on trial, when the conference a^journei 
until to-morrow.

the above, stated that they were all that had 
been formally adopted by the committee ; but 
there wa3 another which had been in substance 
agreed to, though overlooked in the inevitable 
haste of preparation to meet the convention on 
its re-assembling at 3 P. M. That resolution, 
which he could now only offer as a delegate, 
having no opportunity to consult his colleagues, 
was as follows:

A NEW AMERICAN DOLLAR.—The editor of 


the Washington Star says that he saw, on Thurs- 
day morning, a new dollar coin which had been 
sent to the secretary of the treasury from the 
Philadelphia mint for his sanction. " In size it 
is about that of a five cent piece; on one side 
it has an Indian head with a crown of feathers,

States of America.' . Oa the reverse side,' thare

ed In the first H. £. Church of (fail city, to-d«y, 
at 9 o'clock A. M., the venerable:Biahop MOK- 
mu, of Cincinnati, Ohio, presiding. 


The conference wag opened by the bishop In 


the ««e of the usual ceremonies. The preach- 
en were generally present from the various parts 
of the conference, which embraces the-state of 
Wisconsin, a nnaU portion of Illinois and the 
territory of Minnesota. 


There are about one hundred and fifty preach- 


er* in the body, all of whom seem in the enjoy- 
ment of their usual health and in fine.spirits. 
Although the'greater portion of the preachers 
present are in the earlier walks of ministerial 
fife, they appear intelligent, dev jtional, and re- 
•igned to the work in which th^v are engaged. 
The conference, however, contaua some who 
have.long been engaged in the vineyard of the 
the Lord, and who, ere long, must be called to 
their everlasting reward. 


After the opening services, the Rev. Mr; Ban 


dal), assistant secretary for the past year, call- 
ed the names of the preachers, those present an- 
swering to their 'names. The president then 
called upon the conference to appoint a secre- 
tary for the present year; whereupon a number 
of names were suggested. On motion, it was 
resoltcd " that the person having a plurality of 
votes cast on the first ballot shall be secretary."

point any presiding elder, who may ha re served 
four years in succession as such, to the same 
position again, until he has served at least two 
years on some circuit, station, or other work of 
the conference." 


Mr. P 
'• supported his resolution in some 


brief remarks. 


The question was then called for, when the 


bishop suggested the propriety of deferring ac- 
tion on it until the presiding elders (then absent) 
ehoutd be present, which was agreed to. 


The conference then took a recess of twenty 


minutes. 


The first business after recess was the read- 


ing of the report of the presiding elders, which, 
after some amendments, was adopted. 


Committees were appointed on temperance, 


slavery, tracts, Sunday schools, the bible, mis- 
sions, and other matters pertaining to the wants 
of the 'conference. 


The resolution previously offered by the Rev, 


. Xr. Prescott, was then taken up and passed. . 


"Several communications were then, in their 


order, presented by the bishop for the consider- 
ation of the conference, the most important of 
which was ono from the Cincinnati conference, 
which contemplates the establishment, by the 
united action of all Che conferences, an institu- 
tion for the education of people of color. 


•Some time further was spent in the examina- 


tion of the characters and passage of the preach- 
ers yet on trial, when the conference adjourned 
until to-morrow.

On the whole 
it is a beautiful thing, audits great diameter will 
be likely to make it much more acceptable than 
the dollar coin now in circulation, which has 
proved very inconvenient indeed, on account 
of its too small diameter."

JFIRST DAY. 


The seventh sesskm of this body was conven- 


ed in the first M.E. Church of this city, to-day, 
at 9 o'clock A. M.-, the venerable Bishop MOR- 
RIS, of Cincinnati, Ohio; presiding. 


The conference was opened by the bishop in 


the use of the usual ceremonies. The preach- 
ers were generally p're'sent from the various parts 
of the conference, which embraces the state of 
•Wisconsin, a small portion of Illinois and the 
territory of Minnesota. 


There are about one hundred and fifty preach- 


ers hi the body, all of whom seem in the enjoy- 
ment of their usual health and in fine spirits. 
Although the greater portion of the preachers 
present are in the earlier walks of ministerial 
life, they appear intelligent, devotional, and re- 
signed to the work in which they are engaged. 
The conference, however, contains some who 
have long been engaged in the vineyard of the 
the Lord, and who, ere long, must be called to 
their everlasting reward. 


After the opening services, the Rev. Mr. Ran 


dall, assistant secretary for the past year, call- 
ed the names of the preachers, those present an- 
swering to their names. The president then 
caUed upon the conference to appoint a secre- 
tary for the present year; whereupon a number 
of names were suggested. On motion, it was 
resolved " that the person having a plurality of 
votes cast on the first ballot shall be secretary." 


The Rev. Messrs. Bronson and Youcum were 


appointed tellers. 


Rev. W. H. Sampson having received a plu- 


rality of the votes cast, was declared secretary 
for the present year. 


Rev. J. C. Dana was then appointed assistant 


secretary, viva.voce. 


A number of preachers from other conferen 


-ces were then introduced to the conference bv 
the bishop. 


The-secretary read the by-laws of the confer 


ence, when they were adopted for the presen 
session. 


The conference then resolved to meet at 


-o'clock A. M., and adjourns at 12 M. The 
afternoon being devoted- to the business of the 
several committees. 


The presiding elders were then appointed a 


committee-to nominate the standing committees 
for the session, who thereupon retired to attend 
to the duty assigned them, 
i On motion the bar of the conference was 
"made to extend from the pulpit to the second 
seat east of the middle windows—the seats be- 
vond this and on either side of the pulpit being 
reserved for spectators. 


Rev. Mr. Prescott then offered in substance 


the following resolution, viz:— 


"That the bishop be requested not to ap- 


point any presiding elder, who may have served 


- four years in succession as such, to the same 


position again, until he has served at least two 
years on some circuit, station, or other work of 
the conference." 


j£r. p 
supported his resolution in some 


'brief remarks. 


The question was then called for, when the 


bishop suggested the propriety of deferring ac- 
tion on it until the presiding elders (then absent) 
should be present, which was agreed to. 


The conference then took a recess of twenty 


minutes. 


The first business after recess was the read- 


ing of the report of the presiding elders, which, 
.after some amendments, was adopted. 


Committees were appointed on temperance, 


slavery, tracts, Sunday schools, the bible, mis- 
sions, and other matters pertaining to the wants 
•of the conference. 


The resolution previously offered by the Rev. 


Mr. Prescott, was then taken up and passed. 


Several communications were then, in their 


order, presented by the bishop for the consider- 
ation of the conference, the most important of 
which was one from the Cincinnati conference, 
which contemplates the establishment, by the 
united action of all the conferences, an institu- 
tion for the education of people of color. 


Some time further was spent iu the examina- 


tion of the characters and passage of the preach-

burn, each assembly district not represented in 
this body, be invited to scud delegates; and in 
tho divisions of eaid convention a majority of 
the delegates present from any assembly dis- 
trict be authorized to cast the vote of said dis-, 
trict.

The former of thcso resolves having provok- 


ed much opposition, and the hour growing Into, 
Mr. Raymond, acting for the majority of the 
committee, as a peace-offering withdrew the lat- 
ter half of it—(all that relates to candidates al- 
ready in nomination)—and asked a vote on the 
rcuuiml'jr, which was carried by an overwhelm- 
ing majority; and then Mr. Raymond asked a 
vote on tho last resolution, as above, which was 
likewise carried.

adjourned without day.

After the opening services, tho Rev. Mr. Kan 


dalJ, assistant secretary for the past year, call- 
ed the names of the preachers, those present an- 
sweringto their names.

agreed upon those forming tho platform sub- 
mitted to and adopted by the convention, con- 
sidered tho subject of giving effect to those re- 
solvus by nominations and votes and finally 
agreed upon tho following: 


10. Resolved, That when this convention ad- 


journ it adjourn to meet again in Auburn at 10 
o'clock A. M. of Tuesday, Sep. 10, charged 
with the duty of presenting candidates for state 
officers, to be supported at the eiihuing election, 
who slwll represent and uphold tho principles 
embodied in thesu resolutions;—and that if there 
shall then bo candidates already in nomination, 
fully, openly, and satisfactorily committed to 
thesu principles, then it is our judgment that 
such candidates phould be adopted by paid con- 
vention at Auburn; but if not, then indepen- 
dent candidates should be nominated. 


Mr. Grccley, in reporting the platform and 


the above, stated that they wcro all that had 
been formally adopted by the committee ; but 
there wai another which had been in substance 
agreed to, though overlooked in the inevitable 
haste of prcpaiation to meet the convention on 
its re-assembling at 3 P. M. That resolution, 
which ho could now only offer as a delegate, 
having no opportunity to consult his colleague?, 
was a* follows: 


11. Resolved, That to said convention at Au- 


burn, each assembly distiict not represented in 
this body, bo invited to send delegates; and in 
tho divisions of eaid convention a majority of 
tho delegates present from any assembly dis- 
trict be authorized to cast the vote of said dis- 
trict. 


The former of theso resolves having provok- 


ed much opposition, and the hour growing late, 
Mr. Raymond, acting for the majority of the 
committee, as a peace-offering withdrew the lat- 
ter half of it—(all that relates to candidate.-* al- 
ready in nomination)—and asked a vote on the 
remainder, which was carried by nn overwhelm- 
ing majority ; and then Mr. Raymond asked a 
vote on tho last resolution, as above, which was 
likewise carried. 
Thereupon the convention 


adjourned without day. 
Such are the essential

bled over tho rocks, and can't get up again to 
cave your puny existence; you mako a great 
fuss, don't you ? 


Man came back with the beer, drank it to the 


last drop and wished there had been a gallon 
more—walked out on mock to the full, woman 
on shore very much frightened—told her not

FIRST~DAY. 


Tho seventh session of this body was conven- 


ed In tho first M. £. Church of this city, to-day, 
At 0 o'clock A. M., tho venerable Bishop MOR- 
RIS, of Cincinnati, Ohio, presiding. 


The conference was opened by tho bishop in 


tho use of tho usual ceremonies. Tho preach- 
ers were generally present from tho various parts 
of tho conference, which embraces the state of 
Wisconsin, a small portion of Illinois and the 
territory of Minnesota. 


There arc about one hundred and fifty preach- 


ers in the body, all of whom seem in the enjoy- 
ment of their usual health and in fine spirits. 
Although tho greater portion of tho preachers 
present are in the earlier walks of ministerial 
life, they appear intelligent, devotional, and re- 
signed to the work in which they are engaged. 
The conference, however, contains some who 
have long been engaged in the vineyard of the 
the Lord, and who, ere long, must be culled to 
their everlasting reward. 


After the opening services, tho Rev. Mr. Ran 


dal), assistant secretary for the past year, call- 
ed the Dames of tho preachers, those present an- 
sweiingto their names. The president then 
called upon tho conference to appoint a secre- 
tary for the present year; whereupon a number 
of names were suggested. 
On motion, it was 


resolved " that the person having a plurality of 
votes cast on the first ballot shall be secretary." 


Tho Kev. Messrs. Branson and Youcuui were 


appointed tellers. 


Rev. W. II. Sampson having received a plu- 


rality of tho votes cast, was declared secretary 
for the present year.

rnado to extend from the pulpit to the second 
scat cast of the middle windows—tho scats be- 
yond this and on either side of the pulpit being 
reserved for spectators. 


Rev. Mr. Frescott then offered in substance 


tbo following resolution, viz:— 


" That the blahop be requested not to ap 


point any presiding elder, who may have served 
four years in succession as such, to tho same 
position again, until he has served nt least two 
years on some circuit, station, or other work ol 
tho conference."

supported his resolution in some 


brief remarks. 


Tho question was then called for, when the 


bishop suggested tho propriety of deferring ac 
tion oil it until the presiding ciders (then absent) 
should be present, which was agreed to. 


The conference then took a recess of twenty 


minutes.
